SOCIETY ELECTS OFFICERS 

The annual business meeting of 
the Christian Endeavor Society was 
held on Monday evening at the home 
of Miss Elsie Caskey.

now requires that all warrants be 
presented to him and he issues a 
heck on the local bank for the 
amount specified in the warrant. Two 
or three incidents caused the trus¬ 
tees to remark that he was taking to 
himself the duties of an auditor as 
well as of a treasurer which they 
claim is not in the province of his 
office. On the other hand the treas¬ 
urer charged carelessness at times in 
the making out of warrants. Before 
the discussion was over it had wan¬ 
dered far afield, involving such his¬ 
toric incidents as the impounding and 
killing of the treasurer’s dog by the 
present city marshal who is also tax 
collector and therefore in a position 
w'here a good deal of friction can be 
generated between them in the con¬ 
duct of the city business. This, it 
was claimed, by some of the trus¬ 
tees, was at the root of the whole 
business. It w-as finally decided by 
the trustees that if the treasurer 
would not allow warrants to be 
cashed at the bank he should be re¬ 
quired to keep regular office hours 
the same as those of the bank. An 
ordinance to that effect was conse¬ 
quently put on its first reading. 

It was voted to offer a reward of 
$25 for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of any person 
breaking or removing lamps from the 
street lights or from the fire house 
at the rear of the city hall. The rea¬ 
son for the action was the reported 
breaking of the last named lamp 
three times within as many weeks. 

Messrs. C. A. Yerxa, M. H. Bridle, 
J. D. Mackerras and A. S. Mead pre¬ 
sented a report from the Board of 
Trade committee on house numbering 
in collection with the naming of vari¬ 
ous streets about town. In a few 
cases there are duplicate names in 
different parts of town. In other 
cases short streets almost in line 
with each other have different names. 
The report was designed to remove 
confusion by eliminating the dupli¬ 
cates and by making names uniform 
where possible.

Sierra Madre voted pretty uni¬ 
formly with the rest of California at 
Tuesday's election, all the winning 
candidates receiving a majority of the 
lo nl vote. For governor the vote 
stood 105 for Johnson and 52 for 
Bell. For lieutenant governor Wal¬ 
lace ran ahead of Johnson by seven 
votes. The republican candidates 
ran pretty eveniv between 110 and 
120. there being but a few exceptions. 
Fredericks dropped to 96, but Wool- 
wine fell far short of that. 

The showing of Wallace is particu¬ 
larly gratifying and caused consider¬ 
able surprise in running ahead of 
Johnson. The fact that the fight 
which was waged against him all 
over the state by the old line element 
was brought to Sierra Madre did not 
seem to have any effect on his vote. 

All of the constitutional amend¬ 
ments received a majority of the local 
vote. The bill for the state road 
bond issue and the so-called “India 
Basin Act” were favored by a 
minority. 

Local sentiment seems to be one 
of gratification that California with¬ 
stood the sweep of democratic vic¬ 
tory. The result is largely attributed 
to so-called progressive control and 
the offering of first rate progressive 
candidates, especially for congress¬ 
man and for governor. While John¬ 
son’s vote fell below Taft's vote of 
two years ago it shows a gain of con¬ 
siderably more than 20,000 over that 
of Gillett four years ago. On the 
other hand Bell received only about 
11,000 more than he received when 
he ran against Gillett. 

The venerable S. S. Cassad cast his 
usual straight republican vote. Talk 
of ticket bolting did not sound good 
to him, though he was originally a 
Stanton man. He said he supposed 
It would be his last vote, but he 
wanted it to be in keeping with his 
record for regularity.

Grows In the Dahomey Region and Is 
Reserved For Chiefs. 

M. Augustus Chevalier gives an in¬ 
teresting account of a vegetable of the 
bean variety which grows in Africa in 
the Dahomey region The grains, the 
size of a very small pea. are formed 
underground and appear in pods. 
There is no evidence that this plant 
is known in Europe. Previously we 
knew two plants of this kind in Afri¬ 
ca. one of these plants being an 
arcbide which resembles South Ameri¬ 
can plants, and the other is the voand- 
zon, this latter being the only species 
of the genus voandzeia. The third 
plant which we mention here is culti¬ 
vated for its edible grains. M. Eugene 
Poisson, who is familiar w’ith the Da¬ 
homey region, pointed out its exist¬ 
ence in the interior of the country. 
Such grains are sold in the markets 
of Abotney under the name of doi. 
The author observed the doi plants 
both in flower and in bearing young 
fruits and examined the dry grains 
which the natives obtained for him 
The doi plant is a new species of 
voandzei. 

The pods which are found at the 
root of the plant carry only one or two 
grains. When there are two grains 
these are separated by a complete par¬ 
tition. and the pod is narrower here. 
From this description it may be sup¬ 
posed that the pod is somewhat like 
the American peanut, in form at least, 
although it is of smaller size. As we 
find for the bean, the doi has several 
varieties, differing by the color of the 
grains, and these are oftenest white, 
but can also be black, red or varie¬ 
gated. The area occupied by the plant 
is very limited, being only a restricted 
region in the central part of Dahomey. 
It can be eaten in the same way as 
the bean and has a very agreeable 
taste. Owing to the small size of the 
grain the production is very limited, 
and it is reserved for the chiefs or 
other favored persons. For this rea¬ 
son the Dahomey usage forbids the 
eating of the grains by women.—Scien¬ 
tific American.

How It Is Generated and Some of Its 
Peculiarities. 

Superheated steam is generated by 
the addition of. heat to saturated 
steam which is constantly at the dew 
point ready to revert into water. The 
behavior of superheated steam is sim¬ 
ilar to that of gases. It is a very bad 
conductor of heat and h ss the special 
peculiarity of beiug able to lose a cer¬ 
tain amount of heat without becoming 
saturated or wet steam. The thermal 
capacity of steam is only 0.4S; therefore 
very little heat is required to super¬ 
heat steam, but as the steam loses its 
heat as quickly as it requires it every 
passage conveying superheated steam 
must be well covered with noncon¬ 
ducting material. This, of course, does 
not apply to pipes located in a smoke 
box or other place where the surround¬ 
ing heat is greater than that of the 
steam. 

Although there is some loss when 
using superheated steam on account 
of heat radiation, it is very much 
smaller because the loss of heat from 
superheated steam has lower calorific 
value than the latent heat of saturated 
steam.—Railway and Locomotive En¬ 
gineering. 

Early Use of Machinery.

vented. Devices for clamping the cut¬ 
ting tools in a fixed position tvere 
comparatively early, but the first ap¬ 
pearance of the slide rest dates from 
1772. Complete drawings and details 
of an excellent slide rest were given in 
that year in a French encyclopedia. 
As early as in 1741 Hindley, a York 
clockmaker. produced a screw cutting 
lathe with change gears. This, of 
course, was a very small machine, 
and. in fact, the clockmakers of that 
day seemed to have a monopoly of 
mechanical ingenuity. Attempts to 
produce machinery to replace the 
work of human hands were made 
early. Thus, for example, in 1732 
Wyatt endeavored to make a machine 
for cutting files, but was not success¬ 
ful. 


How to Mix Red Lead Paint. 

To mix red lead paint easily and 
rapidly use a revolving barrel butter 
churn, says Popular Mechanics. It is 
well known that red lead is a most 
stubborn pigment and hard to mix 
with hand paddles. By using a barrel 
churn to mix the paint an old painter 
will be surprised at the increased 
spreading qualities of the paint so mix¬ 
ed over that mixed with hand paddle" 


Why Balloona Are Yellow. 

Perhaps it is rather late in aero¬ 
nautics to explain why the gas and 
hot air balloons alike should be yellow. 
But a scientist just now explains that 
only yellow pigment is adapted to the 
balloon covering for the reason that 
the textile fabric of the bag must be 
made air and water tight by a coating 
I of caoutchouc. This substance Is dis¬ 
integrated rapidly under the violet and 
ultra violet rays of the bud unless the 
yellow pigment of the bag absorbs 
them. Chromate of lead, which is 
used in France, and aniline yellow, 
used in Germany, are proving unsatis¬ 
factory. however, and the balloonists 
are asking the chemists for a new and 
better yellow for the purpose. 


Progress In Russia. 

’ 'he new buildings now being con¬ 
st) ucted in Russian cities are usually 
from four to five stories high and are 
di dded into single apartments for 
either business or residence purposes. 
The old system of heating by means 
of porcelain stoves has been entirely 
abandoned, steam or hot water being 
generally adopted. Most of the houses 
are provided with electric elevators, 
and much care is devoted to sanitation.
